The  percentage  of  children  innunised  in  the  Daventry 
Rural  District  area  is  very  high,  and  the  value  of  this  is 
proved  in  practice,  as  there  were  8 cases  of  diphtheria  and 
2 deaths  amongst  a population  of  non-inmunised  children  of 
555 > cases  and  no  deaths  amongst  a population  of 

5 >05 5 innunised  children.  This  result  is  strongly  supported 
by  the  number  of  oases  in  the  County  where  there  were  I0i 
cases  of  diphtheria  and  I5  deaths  amongst  a population  of 

and  only  1 case  with  no  deaths  amongst  a much  larger 
population  of  innunised  children  56 #259* 

Still  more  remains  to  be  done  as  a new  population  of 
children  requiring  to  be  immunised,  comes  of  age  each  year. 

The  best  tine  for  immunisation  is  at  the  age  of  1 year 
and  immunisation  is  carried  out  either  at  the  Schools  or  at 
the  Infant  Welfare  Clinic. 

The  success  of  the  campaign  is  largely  due  to  the 
publicity  efforts  of  the  Cou.ntj'-  Council,  Health  Visitors 
and  the  teachers  of  the  schools.

SG/iBIES. 

Under  the  Scabies  Order  1 9^^^  j 'the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  has  been  given  extensive  powers  to  deal  with  cases  of 
scabies.  Scabies  fortunately  was  not  a major  problem  in 
the  Daventry  Rural  District  during  the  year  under  review  and 
it  v/as  found  unnecessary  to  exercise  such  powers.

to  Hospital, 

Cases  are  treated  at  home  with  the  help  of  the  Health 
Visitor  and  v/here  facilities  for  treatment  at  home  are  not 
adequate  the  cases  are  usually  treated  at  the  Daventry 
Public  Assistance  Institution,

The  question  of  setting  up  and  providing  a cleansing 
station  for  scabies  v/as  discussed  by  the  Rural  District 
Council  and  Borough  Council  jointly,  but  it  was  decided 
that  the  nu.nbcr  of  cases  had  not  justified  the  sotting 
up  of  such  a cleansing  station.

ISOW.TION  HOSPITiJL. 

One  case  of  Enteric  Fever,  twenty-two  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  moved  to  the 
Staverton  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  All  these 
cases  recovered.  They  were  transported  from  their  hones 
by  the  Hospital  yjnbulance  with  the  Matron  or  a Nurse  in 
charge. 

For  non-inf ectious  sickness  the  District  is  within 
easy  distance  of  the  General  Hospital,  Northampton,  or  the 
K ospital  of  St.  Cross,  Rugby,  and  for  Tuberculosis  cases 
there  is  a Sanitoriun  at  Rushden,  administered  by  the 
Northamptonshire  County  Council.  There  is  an  anbulmce 
stationed  in  Daventry  for  the  removal  of  non-inf ectious 
patients  or  accidents  to  either  the  Northampton  Hospital 
or  the  one  in  Rugby.

\7ATER  SUPPLIES. 

There  arc  now  25  parishes  in  the  district  which 
have  Public  Water  Schenes  in  operation.  To  the  20 
parishes  supplied  by  the  Daventry  Rural  District  Council 
satisfactory  supxjlies  have  been  naintained. 

5 parishes  are  supplied  by  privately  owned 
Schenes  which  have  also  been  satisfactory.  There  has 
been  a shortage  of  water  in  the  parish  of  Preston  Gapes 
and  water  has  had  to  be  carted  to  the  village  by  Council ^ 
worknen. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the- 
prevision  of  a public  water  supply  for  this  parish. 

Other  supplies  throughout  the  district  are 
chiefly  taken  fron  shallow  wells  and  there  has  been  few

The  registers  are*  up  to  date  and  the  conditl^x^c 
generally  satisfactory.  One  list  of  out  workers  which 
contains  the  nane  and  address  of  one  out  worker  has  been 
roobivod.  The  conditions  v/cre  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

SCAVENGING. 


Public  Refuse  Collection  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council  in  19  parishes  of  the  district  by  annual  contract, 
household  refuse  being  collected  on  fixed  days  every 
fortnight  in  1/  parishes,  and  in  2 parishes  once  a week. 
Refuse  GO  collected  is  disposed  of  on  tips  provided  by 
the  Council.  In  2 parishes  refuse  tips  are  provided  on 
which  householders  deposit  their  own  refuse.  In  2 
parishes  tips  are  provided  and  refuse  collected  and 
renoved  to  tips  by  the  owners  of  the  villages.
